company, 
through its president. Mr. Ay res, for- 
mally demanded from M»vor CassinK- 
ham toe $1,600 due on the Chestnut 
street paring or the .bonds deposited 
by the company to insure the lasting 
qualities of the work. M -. Ayres got 
neither, the mayor declining to shoul- 
der the responsibility and deciding to 
await the action of council. 
The Ayres company has been paid 
for the work with the exception of 
«1600. 
Half of.this was voted by 
council to be paid when the company 
would Hie its personal bond fur 16.000 
with the city. 
The bond was sent 
here, but at the last meeting of coun- 
cil, when the matter came up for set- 
tlement, it could not te found and 
the money was not paid. 
Mr. Ayres 
was notified, but the fond was later 
discovered 
at 
city hall, it hav- 
ing been mislaid. 
Monday after- 
noon Mr. Ayres tame to the city 
and called on Mayor Castingham. He 
said what he bad before-said in coun- 
cil, that he 
wanted a settlement, 
either the city couiil keep the money 
and return the bonds or keep the 
bends and return the money. 
The matter was discussed at som* 
length, but the mayor maintained he 
could do nothing wituout the formal 
action of council, and Mr. Ayres re- 
turned to Zanesville. 
The city now has an indemnity 
bond for 
92,000 and company's 
bond for fo.OOO to ' insure the 
wearing qualities of the Chestnut 
street paving, but property own- 
ers along that thoroughfare are not 
satisfied with the amount. They want 
an indemnity bond for $5,000 and 
are willing to let the company 
have the $1,600 and its own bond. Mr. 
Ayres, when informed of this, said 
his company had given a$2,000 indem- 
nity bond, the amount agreed upon in 
the contract, and would feive no more. 


Now, it seems, it w.-is the intention 
to 
make this 
boad $3.000 be 
cause of 
the value of the con- 
tract and the fact that it 
was 
Cosbocton's first experience with as- 
phalt. Brick contractors were being 
held to their work by a bond for 82,- 
000, and by an error that amount was 
placed in the asphalt contract. There 
it is at present, and there it will re- 
main until action is taken, to change 
the amount, if that course can be tak- 
en by council.

It is true that the 
Venezuelan government has express- 
ed dissatisfaction with Mr. Loomis In 
more ways than one, but the fact that 


. the minister Is nor removed from the 
diplomatic service, but Is given an- 
other post of equal dignity and honor. 
Is a mark of the esteem of the state 
department. Also It may be noted, 
Mr. Bowen. the new minister to Ca- 
racas, goes to his post with Instruc- 
tions on the same lines as those sup- 
plied to Mr. Loomis which formed the 
basis for his action, so that Mr. Bow- 
en, who is a man of great vigor, is 
likely to follow Mr. Loomis' footsteps 
in the matter of policy.

•f Bowdoin eottege made a strong ad- 
dress at the commencement exerciaes 
•f Boatoo university, which were held 
In Tremont temple the other afternoon. 
aays the New York Times. "Academic 
Freedom" waa his subject. He said in 
part: 


"The last decade of the nineteenth 


century raised the question of academ- 
ic freedom in several cases— at Brown 
university. Chicago university. Kanv^^ 
State Agricultural college and Leland 
Stanford university. Tbis question of 
academic freedom did not arise so long 
aa the colleges were content to teach 
Latin, Greek, mathematics and a little 
science and philosophy, for the simple 
reason that nobody cared much one 
tray or the other what was taught 
about these things. 


"Interference with liberty comes only 


when the subjects taught are those for 
which the people care. 
XOTT that eco- 


nomic and social questions have come 
to the front It Is with these that trou- 
bles have arisen. It Is no accident that 
all four cases cited arose in connection 
with utterances of economic aud social 
questions. 
' 


"Social and economic questions, bow- 


ever. are destined to divide the public 
more sharply tban ever before. To de- 
fine accurately the rights and duties of 
the parties to such university educa- 
tion, securing reasonable liberty for all 
and absolutely free course for the 
truth Is the most pressing educational 
problem which the nineteenth century 
has handed over to the twentieth for 
solution. 


"Who, then, are the parties to uni- 


versity instruction? The parties to 
this partnership are six: First, the 
founders, donors and benefactors; sec- 
ond. the state; third, the trustees, re- 
gents or overseers; fourth, professors 
and instructors; fifth, the students; 
sixth, the constituency of the college, 
that portion of the public from which 
money and students come." 


At this point the speaker sounded a 


warning against the spread of "Rocke- 
fellerlsm," as be termed it, saying of 
the man who gives money to institu- 
tions of learning: 


"He has no right whatever to dictate 


the specific view -which the institution 
shall teach. The moment a donor has 
given his money he has entered into a 
partnership with the five other parties 
of the institution, and his rights must 
be limited by the rights which belong 
to them. Neither may he legitimately 
draw up a creed or statement of opin- 
ion which the professors of the Institn- 
tion shall be bound to teach. To do 
that would be like sending a boat to 
sea with the tiller iasbed in position 
and with instructions to the sailors on 
no account to touch it, even though the 
boat might be making straight for the 
icebergs or the rocks." 


Further along in his address Dr. 


Hyde said: 


"It is the duty of the state to protect 


the public against misdirection of funds 
and the cheapening of degrees. An In- 
stitution founded for the propagation 
of Christian Science, theosophy, palm- 
istry, astrology or alchemy would have 
no claim to exemption from taxation or 
the conferring of degrees, for some of 
these subjects have been proved to be 
without foundation, and others, to say 
the least, have yet to make good their 
claim of public confidence. 


"There is no reason why the public 


at large snonld contribute to the sup- 
port of sucb institutions or place confi- 
dence in their graduates. 
Further- 


more, the state shouid refuse charters 
to institutions which attempt to dupli- 
cate means of instruction already ade- 
quate. The state should not support 
ten colleges when five are adequate to 
serve its educational needs. 


"The state should refuse to grunt 


charters for the promulgation of indi- 
vidual prejudice. It should not allow 
an Institution to bind Itself to teach 
either free trade or protection, the gold 
standard or the free and unlimited 
coinage" of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 


"Either imperialism or anti-imperial- 


ism. 
either private or municipal own- 


ership of public service corporations. 
either trinitarianisin or onitarianism. ei- 
ther universal salvation or the endless 
punishment of the wicked, either so- 
cialism or individualism, either sacer- 
dotalism or independence of the local 
cburcb — one side of these questions 
has as nancb right to be impartially 
presented as the other. Consequently 
the state should not enter into partner- 
ship with either party." 


Taking up the subject of professors*

By 
purchaslng a tract or" l»' acres of the j 
most beautiful land ia northern Iowa, j 
within the city limits, setting apart 40 
acres of this for a-campus and dividing 
the rest into lots and securing pledgts 
lor the sale of the same a bonus of j 
practically §200,000 was guaranteed by 
Mason City, which has less than 10,- 
000 inhabitants. 


One of the stipulations -was that the 


city should give a building to cost not j 
less than $75,000, and this is the bulUl- j 
ing which is now hi process of con- 
struction and the cornerstone of which 
is to be laid June 20. It is the first 
building in a. group the like of which 
the Mississippi valley has not yet seen, j 
Most of the buildings will be built of | 
native rock, quarries of which abound.} 
and the vast deposits of day for the i 
making of brick reduce the cost of the 
building material to a minimum. 


Aside from the campus arrangements 


have already been made for an athletic 
park, rifle range, drill grounds and tor 
a naval reserve station, a site for whtch 
has already been secured at Clear lake, 
a beautiful body of water seven miles 
long and four miles wide, situated oO 
minutes' ride from the city. A uniform 
style of architecture has been adopted. 
The buildings will be of massive and 
durable character, but the grouping 
•will be artistic and the individual archi-j 
teeture ornate. The general plan of the 
campus faces north, toward the city. 
The mam entrance is at the north si-le. 
leading to the administration building 
on one side aad the general offices "f 
the Sons of Veterans on the other, for 
this win ultimately be the headquarters 
of the grand encampment. From the 
inviting and triumphal arch will be a 
wide avenue lending to the library and j 
chapel, which is to be located in the 
center of the campus and will be the 
most conspicuously monumental build- 
ing in the group. The library will be in 
the shape of a Greek cross, with the 
chapel in the rear. 


Directly back of the library at the 


center of the west side will be the mu- 
seum, resembling the Parthenon at 
Athens. Perhaps no feature of the In- 
stitution •will be of greater interest 
than this, and many rare and invalua- 
ble relics of the war have already bec-n 
tendered r.nd are awaiting shipment. 
At the center of the east side will he 
the large college building, •with the 
smaller college buildings on the north 
of this and the depression on the south 
beautified by a conservatory and flower 
gardens. 


The founders contemplate a great 


•university, second to none in America. 
and the greatest soldier memorial in 
the world. Memorial university, as it 
will be known, will provide courses of 
instruction for both sexes of as hie!) 
character as is provided by any insti"i 
tioa and in addition thereto a special 
course in military instruction. Ameri- 
can history and applied patriotism. A 
full complement of professional schools 
•will be organized, and the institution 
will be made a university in the bro.Kl 
est sense of the term.

M. B. Barn-cart, a stock raiser of 


Kansas, who is in Washington, believes 
that the time Is coming when the Unit- 
ed Slates must look elsewhere for Its 
meats. In conversation with the Kan- 
sas City Times correspondent he said: 


"Of course it will be a great many 


years before we are unable to raise 
enough cattle to " feed ourselves, but 
the price of beet is steadily advancing. 
and in the nature of things it will con- 
tinue tu advance. lu time South Amer- 
ican cattlemen will be able to ship beef 
to the United States and undersell the 
home article. 


"The reason for this state of affairs 


is very apparent. Land in the United 
States is crownz too valuable for graz- 
ins purposes. It !S ouly a few years 
ago tlint the western country was one 
vast pasture land, ana the only cost of 
raising cattle •was fnr men to watch 
them. Now the dea'anus for agricul- 
ture are eating up the wild pasturage, 
and the territory for cattle raising on a 
large scale is growing smaller afld 
smaller. 
Where cattlemen once had 


pasturage free they are now renting the 
privilege from the In<i;ans, and in other 
ways the cost of raising cattle is in- 
creasing. The country will continue 
to grow more thickly populated, and 
we will come to have no cattle in time 
except those raised !>y fanners. 
It 


stands to reason that when that time 
conies the price of beef must be high 
entingb to make it profitable to graze 
cattle on farming lands, else no cattle 
will be raised."
